ARA - RYAN, ACTING 

MARCONA - WE PERSUADED MARCONA TO RETURN TO PERU 
TO LAY A PROPOSAL ON THE TABLE, PROVIDED WE CAN GET 
THE PERUVIANS TO TAKE IT UP SERIOUSLY. THE REPORTING 
FROM LIMA INDICATES THAT THERE IS INCREASING GENERALIZED 
CONCERN ABOUT THE AFFAIR. WE HOPE TO GENERATE MOMENTUM 
TO GET REAL NEGOTIATIONS GOING WITHIN THE NEXT WEEK. 

SPINY LOBSTERS - NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE BAHAMIANS 
BROKE OFF THIS MORNING IN NASSAU. WE ISSUED A STATEMENT 
IN WASHINGTON EXPLAINING OUR VIEW THAT THE BAHAMIAN 
GOVERNMENT HAS AN OBLIGATION UNDER INTERNATIONAL LAW 
TO NEGOTIATE A PHASE OUT FOR THE AMERICAN-BASED 
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FISHERMEN. NOW OUR EFFORTS WILL BE DIRECTED TOWARD 
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CONTAINING THE VIOLENCE AND MINIMIZING THE IMPACT ON 
U.S. -BAHAMIAN BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

EA - MR. HABIB 

NEW ZEALAND SOUTH PACIFIC NUCLEAR FREE ZONE PROPOSAL. NEW 
ZEALAND EMBASSY CHARGE ATKINS CAME IN TO PROVIDE US WITH A 
"CLARIFYING STATEMENT" OF PRIME MINISTER ROWLING S RECENT 
PUBLIC STATEMENT ON THE SOUTH PACIFIC NUCLEAR FREE ZONE 
PROPOSAL. ATKINS INDICATED ROWLING WAS TALKING OF 
"DEPLOYMENT" RATHER THAN "TRANSIT" OF NUCLEAR ARMED 
VESSELS. AND THAT NEW ZEALAND HAD IN MIND A LONG-TERM 
PROHIBITION RATHER THAN AN IMMEDIATE PROHIBITION IN THIS 
REGARD. I REITERATED OUR POSITION OF OPPOSING THE NEW 
ZEALAND PROPOSAL. 

US CONSUL IN KUALA LUMPUR ON CONSULTATION. ROBERT 
STEBBINS, OUR CONSUL IN KUALA LUMPUR WHO WAS HELD 
HOSTAGE BY THE JAPANESE RED ARMY TERRORISTS SEVERAL 
WEEKS AGO, IS IN TOWN ON CONSULTATION AND CALLED ON ME 
THIS MORNING. STEBBINS LOOKS WELL AND IS EAGER TO RETURN 
TO HIS POST-WHICH HE HAD TAKEN UP ONLY A FEW WEEKS PRIOR 
TO THE TERRORIST INCIDENT. 

SPONSORSHIP OF A VIETNAMESE REFUGEE FAMILY. A VOLUNTEER 
GROUP IN EA HAS UNDERTAKEN TO SPONSOR A VIETNAMESE REFUGEE 
FAMILY, SPECIFICALLY A FOREIGN SERVICE LOCAL FAMILY. OVER 
A DOZEN BUREAU VOLUNTEERS ARE CONTRIBUTING TIME AND EFFORT, 
AND AN EVEN LARGER GROUP HAS PROVIDED MONETARY CONTRI- 
BUTIONS TO THE CAUSE. THE GROUP IS CURRENTLY MAKING 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SPONSORSHIP, AND LOOKS FORWARD TO 
ASSISTING THE FAMILY IN HOUSING, EMPLOYMENT, ETC. WHEN 
IT ARRIVES IN THE WASHINGTON AREA.

CONGRESSMAN DIGGS: WITH OFFICERS FROM AF/S ASSISTING 
I GAVE MR. DIGGS AN IN DEPTH BRIEFING ON THE CURRENT 
SITUATION IN ANGOLA. HE EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT AND AID WILL SOON TURN THEIR ATTENTION TO 
THE PLIGHT OF THE HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF AFRICAN 
REFUGEES WITHIN ANGOLA AND IN NEIGHBORING AFRICAN 
STATES. I ASSURED HIM THAT WE WOULD TRY TO BE
